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Increased Awareness Urged To 


Ease Social, Personal Problems 


Increasing community awareness 
and encouraging the Andover com- 
munity to work together to alleviate 
social and personal problems affect- 
ing some youngsters were key points 
raised Tuesday night at the public 
issues forum. 

Approximately 60 people attended 
the open session that was conducted 
by six Andover teachers and coun- 
selers. They requested the meeting, 
sponsored by the School Committee, 
following the pubic release of the 
recent Substance Abuse and Social 
Issues Assessment Report. 

‘“‘We need to work together on per- 
sonal and social concerns that are 
increasing among students,”’ Peggy 
Cain, Andover High School counsel- 
or said. 

One of the meeting’s goals was to 
make parents aware of problems. 
By presenting information, we hope 
to heighten community awareness,”’ 
Ruby Easton, chairman of the coun- 
seling department said. 

The panel encouraged open dis- 
cussion between parents and their 
children regarding social and per- 
sonal issues. The issues identified 
were not only drug and alcohol 
abuse, but also depression, social 
pressures and materialism. The 
panel reviewed each of those areas 
seperately. Their consistant recom- 
mendation to parents was to discuss 
the issues with their children. 

Results from a ninth grade survey 
indicated that “‘the majority of stu- 
dents are willing to talk to parents 
about moral issues,’ Kathy Blain, 
housemaster at Doherty Junior High 
School said 

Although the schools offer pro 
grams to meet children’s needs, 
“it’s only part of the pie,’’ Mike Mar- 
coux, Andover High School drug and 
alcohol counselor coordinator said 

‘We want to encourage the com- 
munity to work together for common 
finite goals,’ Easton said. She noted 
three issues, self esteem/worth, so-

cial pressures, and materialism. She 
said it’s important to look at these 
issues and ask ‘‘where we see this 
community? Where do we see the 
youth moving?(in regards to those 
issues )”” 

Low self esteem is a problem 
among some youngsters. Cain says 
approximately 20 students per year 
seek the help of a counselor on their 
own accord because they are se- 
verely depressed. Marcoux said 
‘‘we’re seeing students who don’t 
have self esteem or self confidence.” 
He says in 1985, over one third of the 
high school students said they felt 
depression due to social and person- 
al issues, such as cliques and fami- 
lies. 

‘External markers such as test 
scores and class rank are imposed 
as a measure of self worth,’’Cain 
said. She believes parents can help 
reinforce their child’s self worth by 
explaining that “‘it’s just a test 
score; there are many other ways to 
develop self worth.’ 

Blain, noted that children on the 
junior high level were very con- 
scious about their appearance and 
wearing brand name clothes. ‘‘Out- 
ward appearence shouldn’t be the 
way to measure self esteem,’’ she 
said. 

Judy Piolunek, social worker, says 
depression in young kids is shown 
through anger. She said “‘we try to 
make children feel good about what 
they do in school.” Piolunek said 
parents could help by communicat- 
ing that ‘“‘self worth isn’t just a 
grade or scoring a goal.”’ 
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Social pressures are another ma- 
jor concern. Alcohol and drug use, 
sexual pressures, eating disorders 
and latch-key children are all issues 

‘“‘Andover.-High School is very 
straight and sober during the week,”’ 
Marcoux said. He says the problem 
is weekends. School sponsored activ- 
ities on weekends are not as popular 
as in the past because more students 
are choosing alcohol related acti, 
ities. ‘‘Many kids equate being 
drunk with having fun,”’ he said 

Marcoux noted the increase in the 
number of support groups at the 
high school, but he says it’s not 
enough; all problems do not occur 
during school. 

Again, the panel encouraged par- 
ent involvement. Brenda O’Brien 
health education coordinator said

The recent severe winter weath- 
er locally and nationwide has made it 
impossible to eliminate the shortages and 
hospital needs have increased. 

“Group O is the most common blood 
type, representing 49 percent of the popula- 
tion. People with type O can receive only 


type O red blood cells, no other type can be 
used. Consequently, we must not be out of 
O,” states Peter L. Page, M.D., ARCBS- 
NR director. ‘‘Giving blood is the 10-minute 
miracle. It takes only about 10 minutes to 
actually donate one unit of blood.” 

ARCBS-NR supplies blood components to 
more than 150 hospitals in Massachusetts 
and Maine. Patients’ needs have been met, 
but it is important to approach the optimal 
level as soon as possible. 

Generally, anyone in good health, 18 
years of age or older (17 year olds must 
have a signed Red Cross guardian consent 
form) who weighs at least 110 pounds and 
has never had hepatitis may be eligible to 
donate.

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Raytheon Completes Best Year 


Raytheon completed its best year ever in 
1987, posting annual records for sales, 
earnings and earnings per share for the 
third year in a row and achieving the great- 
est return on shareholders’ equity since 
1981, the company announced. 

Earnings climbed 13.2 percent to $445.1 
million on a sales increase of 4.8 percent to 
$7.659 billion. Earnings per share increased 
20 percent to $6.12. Comparable results for 
1986 were sales of $7.308 billion, earnings of 
$393.2 million and $5.10 earnings per share. 
Return on equity reached 22 percent, up 
from 19.5 percent in 1986. 

The quarterly dividend was increased by 
5 cents to 50 cents per share for a $2 annual 
rate. 

“The strong earnings per share perfor- 
mance as driven by improvements in sales 
and operating performance, as well as a 
lower effective federal income tax rate and 
fewer shares outstanding,”’ said Chairman 
Thomas L. Phllips. 

The diversified electronics company also 
reported its 1987 fourth-quarter financial 
results. Sales for the quarter were $2.137 
billion, a 4.7 percent increase from the 
$2.041 billion reported a year earlier. 
Fourth-quarter 1987 earnings were $117.9 
million, or $1.69 per share, compared to 
$99.6 million and $1.32 per share during 
1986’s fourth quarter, increases of 18.4 per- 
cent and 28 percent, respectively. Earnings 
for the fourth quarter of 1986 were reduced 
by $8.1 million net, or 11 cents per share, 
under certain provisions of the Tax Reform 
Act of 1986. 

“Setting the pace for Raytheon’s 1987 re- 
sults,” Phillips said, “‘were the electronics 
business segment, which accounted for 61.9 
percent of comapany sales, and major ap- 
pliances. Leading these two segments were 
the missile systems division, equipment di- 
vision and the Amana Refrigeration sub- 
Sidiary. All three had record 
performances.”’ 

Missile Systems Division secured a $3.55 
billion multi-year government contract for 
the Patriot air defense system, the compa- 
ny’s largest program. 

The division also received ———— devel- 
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opment contracts for the shipboard extend- 
ed range Standard missile used with the 
Navy’s advanced Aegis combat system and 
the newest enhanced version of the Spar- 
row air-to-air missile. Additionally, Missile 
Systems Division won a second-source con- 
tract to build the heat-seeking Stinger mis- 
sile.

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Conversion Results 


In Power Savings 


New England Power (NEP), the wholesale gener- 
ation and transmission subsidiary of New England 
Electric System (NEES), announced that conver- 
sion to coal from oil at the utility’s two major power 
plants has resulted in more than $310 million in sav- 
ings for customers. The coal that has been used 
durng the period from 1981-87 cost $700 million less 
than would have been paid for the equivalent 
amount of oil. Net savings, after capital, operation 
and maintenance costs, resulted in the savings 
passed on to the customers of Massachusetts Elec- 
tric Company, The Narragansett Electric Company 
in Rhode Island and Granite State Electric Compa- 
ny in New Hampshire, the three retail subsidiaries 
of NEES. 

John F. Kaslow, NEP president and NEES chief 
operating officer, said, ‘‘Coal conversion has had a 
favorable impact both economically and environ- 
mentally. The fuel cost savings that have resulted 
from coal burning have been instrumental in mak- 
ing the company one of the lowest cost electricity 
providers among major electric utilities in New En- 
gland. 

“Coal conversion also has enabled New England 
Power to reduce its use of foreign oil by more than 
50 percent. This reduced dependence on foreign oil 
is consistent with the company’s long-term goal of 
providing an adequate supply of electricity at the 
lowest possible cost, which is a key element of the 
company’s long range energy plan, NEESPLAN II. 

‘Environmentally, coal conversion has reduced 
particulate emissions by about two-thirds and sulfur 
dioxide emissions by about 20 percent, keeping the 
plant’s emissions well within the regulatory limits,”’ 
Kaslow concluded. 

NEP was among the first electric utilities in the 
nation in 1979 to respond to the critical situation of 
skyrocketing oil prices in the 1970s by implementing 
a large scale, long-term coal conversion program 
for some of its oil-burning generating units within 
the utility’s two major power plants. The project 
consisted of converting oil-fired generating units to 
burn coal and installing pollution control equip- 
ment. 

Coal conversion of three generating units at the 
utility’s Brayton Point Power Station in Somerset 
was completed in 1982. Coal conversion was com- 
pleted in 1984 at three units at the company’s Salem 
Harbor Power Station in Salem 

New England Power owns and operates 21 gener- 
ating stations throughout New England. 
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Raytheon 
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Raytheon’s total backlog at year end was 
a record $8.470 billion, with funded U.S. 
government orders also a record $6.362 bil- 
lion. Total backlog at the end of 1986 was 
$7.766 billion, including $5.448 billion in U.S. 
government orders. 

The company continued to restructure its 
balance sheet, purchasing 6.9 million Ray- 
theon shares in 1987, bringing to 18.5 mil- 
lion the total shares purchased since the 
company began its repurchase program. 
This program will enhance earnings per 
share in 1988. The debt to equity ratio at the 
end of 1987 was 0.27. 

Earnings per share are based on the av- 
erage number of shares outstanding during 
the period. There was an average 72.8 mil- 
lion shares outstanding for 1987, compared 
with 77 million during 1986. There was an 
average 70 million shares outstanding in 
the fourth quarter, compared with 75.2 mil- 
lion a year earlier. 


Provisions for federal and foreign taxes 
were $240.3 million for 1987 and $62.5 mil- 
lion for the year’s fourth quarter, com- 
pared with $259 million and $73.5 million, 
respectively, in comparable periods the 
prior year. The effective tax rate for the 
year was 35.1 percent in 1987, compared 


with 39.7 percent a year earlier. The effec- 
tive tax rate was 3 percent for the fourth 
quarter in 1987, compared with 42.5 percent 
in 1986. 

At year end, Raytheon employed 76 500 * 
people worldwide, 31,500 of these located in 
Massachusetts.

Norman James Townsend started the 
new year with a new job. 

Townsend, who just received his mas- 
ter of divinity degree from Gordon Con- 
well Theological Seminary in Hamilton, 
became minister of youth and Christian 
education at South Church, 41 Central St. 

Townsend holds a bachelor of science 
degree in youth ministries from Barring- 
ton College in Rhode Island. He was youth 
minister for the East Greenwich Baptist 
Church in Rhode Island in 1982, for the 
Baptist Church of All Nations in Taunton 
from 1983 to ’84 and for the West Peabody 
Congregational Church until last year. 

Townsend grew up in Mendon, the third 
in a family of four children. His father 
was police chief for the town, and his 
mother was the school nurse. Townsend 
said he discovered early that what he 
wanted to be a youth minister. 

‘““My parents were my counselors,” he 
said. ‘“‘My brother, my sisters and I were 
very fortunate to be part of a warm, car- 
ing Christian family. Many other kids 
were not so blessed. There weren’t many 
people a teenager could go to for guida- 

innce, support or affirmation. Many were 
very lonely, and some got into trouble.”’ 

Townsend says his father was a role 
model. The elder Townsend would some- 
times bring a troubled young person 
home and talk with him or her. ‘‘He was 
always fair,’’ Townsend said. ‘’Dad would 
always give a person a second chance. I 
want to go further. I want to bring Christ 
into the lives of our young people.” 

To be a good youth minister, Townsend 
says you first have to love the young and 
their culture. He added that a minister 
must model Christian living by exempli- 
fying the teachings of Jesus Christ. 
‘“‘You’re the only Bible some pepople will 
ever see,’’ he said. 

Townsend says he is still getting to 
know the young people at South Church.

‘Developing relationships is so impor- 
tant. One has to earn the right to be 
heard. I want to let these kids know that 
I’m there for them. I’m someone they can 
count on regardless of whatever other 
changes are happening in their lives.”’ 

Townsend’s joyful faith is contagious. 
He has worked with junior and senior 
high school students at South Church 
since July, and during the months since 
then membership in junior and senior Pil- 
grim Fellowships has grown from 20 or so 
to more than 50. 

South Church staff say they are giving 
Townsend and his wife, Kelly, an enthu- 
siastic welcome.

In Articles

Apparently what might be contro- 
versial in April isn’t exactly hot stuff 
in February as an underwhelming 
audience of about 15 Andover resi- 
dents showed up at West Junior High 
School Tuesday night for a public 
hearing on proposed town meeting 
articles. 

Those who braved a relatively 
mild 20 degree evening heard Plan- 
ning Director Nancy Jetton discuss 
several articles, including one guar- 
anteed to raise temperatures at the 
Town Meeting April 8. 

Home occupations have come un- 
der the scrutiny of the planning de- 
partment, which is attempting to 
update bylaws regulating home oc- 
cupations. 

The planners developed two sets of 
conditions for citizens who operate 
home businesses. The first set is 
more stringent, laying down seven 
conditions for running a home busi- 
ness which state that: 

eSuch a use shall be clearly inci- 
dental and secondary to the use of 
the premises for dwelling purposes. 

eThere shall be no exterior indica- 
tion of such use (no signs or exterior 
storage of materials or equipment). 

eAll employee and/or business-re- 
lated parking shall be off-street. 

*No more than one non-resident 
co-worker or employee. 

eAny products sold must be pro- 
duced or assembled on the premises. 

eAny instruction given shall be 
limited to a maximum of three stu- 
dents at any one time. 

eContact with non-student clients 
by telephone or off-premises meet- 
ing only. 

Before discussion with the audi- 
ence could begin, Chairman Michael 
Houghton and Board Member Susan 
Stott excused themselves, both cit- 
ing a conflict-of-interest. 

Now a member of the audience, 
Houghton read a letter from an asso- 
ciate objecting to the client contact 
restrictions. 

Houghton wryly observed that the 
number of door-to-door salesmen at

his home is twice the amount of cli- 
ent contact there. 

Another resident complained 
about the employee restriction and 
remarked that three employees 
would be a more reasonable figure. 

Jetton told the audience that a va- 
riance could be obtained through the 
zoning board of appeals, as long as 
they conformed to the following 
guidelines: 

eThe business or occupation may 
be conducted on the residential 
premises in a location other than the 
primary dwelling. 

¢No more than three non-residents 
shall be co-workers or employees of 
the business. 

*Instruction may be given to up to 
12 students at a time. 

eBusiness may be conducted with 
client(s) on premises. 

Applying for a variance before the 
zoning board gives the neighborhood 
a chance to state their concerns, 
said Jetton. 

Also discussed, very briefly, was a 
new subsection dealing with family 
day care homes. 

Jetton explained that under a state 
law that became effective last Sep- 
tember, family day care could take 
place in any planning zone unless a 
bylaw restricted its placement. 

The proposed article amends zon- 
ing bylaws to restrict licensed fami- 
ly day care homes (defined as six or 
fewer children) by stating these 
homes “‘shall not mean a private 
residence used for an informal coop- 
erative arrangement among neigh- 
bors, friends or relatives, or the 
occasional care of children with or 
without compensation.”’ 

Satellite dishes and junk car arti- 
cles were also explained by Jetton. 
Only two citizens had questions or 
complaints. 

The next public hearing on pro- 
posed town articles will be held at 
West Junior High School Feb. 23 at 8 
p.m. The planning board will start 
its meeting 42-hour earlier. 

Proposed articles to be discussed 
include a definition of gross floor 
area, water bodies and water shed 
bodies.

“students see their parents as role 
models.”” She says they(kids) view 
drinking as socially acceptable. 

Blain said ‘‘it’s hard for kids to 
define what’s adult behavior and 
what is kid’s behavior.”

Andover’s First Woman Police Await Accreditation 


Firefighter Appointed

Over the objections of several firemen 
and one former fire chief-turned-select- 
man, the Board of Selectmen approved 
the appointment of Andover’s first female 
firefighter Monday night. 

Although the decision to hire Mary Ann 
Skaff carried by a 41 margin, with Se- 
lectman William Downs casting the neg- 
ative vote, the board’s approval didn’t 
come without some soul-searching by its 
members. 

Selectman William Dalton admitted to 
waffling back-and-forth on the appoint- 
ment several times during the past week. 

During the meeting, Selectman Gail 
Ralston had declared that ‘‘There are 
enough legitimate concerns to delay (the 
appointment) further.” 

Selectman Charles Wesson spoke at 
length, echoing the pros and cons without 
taking a firm stand until the vote was tak- 
en. 

During the previous two weeks, the Se- 
lectmen, and Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, who made the controversial ap- 
pointment last month, had been the tar- 
gets of intensive lobbying by Firefighter’s 
Union President Jim Landis and others. 

Landis’ message was simple: hire And- 
over residents first. Both Downs and 
Landis claimed that Skaff, who lives in 
Haverhill, was being chosen over several 
more-qualified locals. 

Waving a sheaf of papers, Downs said 
that Skaff scored 43rd on a civil service 
firefighter’s examination, with 28 And- 
over applications placing higher. 

Chairman Gerald Silverman chal- 
lenged the source of Downs’ documenta- 
tion, asking the selectman to release his 
information to the board. 

Downs refused, later saying that he re- 


ceived the examination list confidential- 
ly, but adding that Mahony has the ability 
to procure the same list. 

Speaking to defend his appointment, 
Mahony said he resented being criticized 
for choosing Skaff when the town charter 
directs him to make personnel decisions. 

The town spent six years getting out 
from under consent decree sanction im- 
posed upon the police department for lack 
of minority hiring, said Mahony. Sanc- 
tions against the fire department ‘‘could 
come at any time.” 

Landis disagreed, saying it might be 
two or three years before the sanctions 
are imposed. ‘‘Let’s deal with it then.” 

The selectmen recognized the need to 
comply with affirmitive action 
guidelines, but aired lingering doubts 
over Skaff’s qualifications. 

Skaff is scheduled to enter the state 
Fire Academy in May, said Fire Chief 
Harold Hayes. She will not graduate un- 
less she is fully-qualified, he added. 

The 27-year-old Haverhill resident must 
pass a physical examination and partition 
for privacy must be in place at the Cen- 
tral fire station before being placed on the 
payroll, said Mahony. Skaff has already 
failed one physical, the town official said. 

Before voting to approve the appoint- 
ment, Silverman sternly told the audi- 
ence that ‘“‘it’s unfair to discriminate 
against anyone on the basis of sex. That 
basically is what we would be doing in 
this case.”’ 

Landis contested Silverman’s com- 
ments, saying he was not arguing ‘“‘fe- 
male versus male issues.” 

Firefighter Jim Cuticchia backed Land- 
is, ‘‘We will welcome Mary Ann Skaff like 
a sister,’’ he said.

Does Andover have a dirty police department? 

Andover seems clean. Here, relatively few incidents over po- 
lice conduct have marred the department’s record in recent 
times. Town police have a high confidence rating from citizens 
polled at recent town meetings. Crime seems under control in 
Andover. 

Yet, in Andover, like in most towns and cities, a citizen really 
has no idea what really goes on within the four walls of the 
police station. 

But, things are about to change. 

Not next week, or next month, but sometime soon, the entire 
inner-workings of the Andover police, the policies, the proce- 
wee what makes the place tick—will be available for the 
asking. 

The long-promised national police accreditation is nearing 
the final stages of completion and if certified, the Andover po- 
lice force will take its place next to the most highly-regarded 
x! enforcement departments in the country, say police offi- 
cials. 

Andover Lt. Don Mooers has been working full-time on ac- 
creditation since 1986. Mooers is responsible for the arduous, 
time-consuming task of bringing the department in line with 944 
standards required for accreditation. 

It’s a tough job, not only for Mooers, but every officer in a 
supervisory capacity on the force. 

What Andover police are doing is more than just opening the 
book for the public to see, they’re writing it. 

Most policy and procedure—how and when to use deadly 
force, how to handle press and public relations—have been 
ritten, verbal rules. 

Everybody involved with writing or carrying out policy has 
been interviewed over the past two years. The new standards 
have been discussed among supervisors and inserted into what 
eventually will become the new manual. 

Then, Mooers will conduct another round of in-house inter- 
views to make sure the department will stand up to inspection 
from outside agencies. 

‘“We’re not afraid to open ourselves to scrutiny,‘ said 
Mooers. 

The inspection is not intended to ferret out corruption, rather, 
the aim is to test for what’s being done right. 

“Accreditation brings police work into the 1900s,’”’ said 
Mooers. ‘‘It creates checks and balances, a process for doing 
things the right way.” 

Police work, he said, is like a business. And a successful busi-

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A Good Beginning 


Tuesday night’s meeting to address so- 
cial and personal problems among stu- 
dents and families represented a good 
beginning toward resolving an underly- 
ing problem in Andover. 

It should be pointed out that Andover 
should not be singled out as the only com- 
munity faced with problems of the type 
discussed Tuesday night and brought to 
light through a survey done late last 
year. Most every community faces simi- 
lar problems, but unlike others, Andover 
has shown a willingness to address them. 

Among the high points of this week’s 
meeting was a recognition that the com- 
munity wants to work together for com- 
mon goals. 

When the report was first issued a few 
months ago, there was some indignation 
shown that the town was being singled 
out as an affluent community with little 
interest in concern for its young people. 

Now, there is an apparent recognition 
that problems do, indeed, exist and while 
not overly rampant, still in need of being 
addressed. 

The professional educators who con- 
ducted the Tuesday night session at the 
request of the school committee noted 
that Andover school children are anxious 
to talk about such problems as drug and 
alcohol abuse, peer pressure, etc., with 
parents. 


DOWN THE YEARS 


100 Years Ago — February 1888 

Chief of Police Cheever has made his an- 
nual report to the Selectman for the year 
ending Feb. 1. The whole number of 
arrests made was 40. It is noticeable that of 
the causes of arrests 15 are distinctly given 
as connected with the sale or use of liquor 
and presumably most of the 24 cases of as- 
sault, maliciousness, mischief and distur- 
bance of the peace have the same origin. 
Other interesting items showing the scope 
and value of the police service are: Bur- 
glaries reported, 5; bodies of drowned per- 
sons recovered, 2; complaints 
investigated, 137; intoxicated persons 
cared for, 2; dogs killed, 4; stray teams 
cared for, 2; lights placed in dangerous 
places, 4; doors found open and secured, 3, 
etc. 

We have received from the Board of En- 
gineers’s statement of the location of the 
fire alarm boxes and of the keys to the 
seme, together with directions for giving 
the alarm. 

The St. Valentine’s entertainment at the 
Free church next Tuesday evening prom- 
ises to be a novel affair.

priate to the day and every gentlernan will 
receive a valentine. An orange supper will 
be served during the evening. 
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Interesting was the point made by one 
educator that external markers can pre- 
sent problems, such as test score results. 

Parents can reinforce the child’s self- 
worth by pointing out that it is just a test 
score, there are other things that contrib- 
ute to total self-worth. 

Appearance and wearing brand-name 
clothes are other factors that must be 
considered in examining such matters as 
self-esteem. 

A bit frightening was the revelation by 
Michael Marcoux of the high school who 
noted that Andover High was sober and 
straight during the week, but weekends 
signalled party time and with it alcohol 
bashes where getting drunk meant 
having fun. 

Such problems, it was felt, can be 
resolved through parent-youngster 
discussions. 

Inherent in all of the discussion at the 
meeting was the need for family 
communication at all times. That it is 
necessary for youngsters and parents to 
sit and discuss problems as they occur 
with the understanding that there is 
nothing that can’t be resolved somehow. 

Overall the meeting was a good initial 
step toward not only recognizing that 
problems do exist, but there are people 
available to assist in their resolve, and 
that’s important.

Exciting Project 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

In recent months I have been ob- 
serving a fascinating process, the 
creation of a 2lst-century school, 
The Andover/Lawrence Collabora- 
tive School. As an originator of the 
basic concept, I can tell you what we 
had in mind. 

In reviewing national reports on 
education, it seems evident there 
will be a significant teacher training 
and substitute shortage in our coun- 
try and that we are headed for se- 
rious internal strife and a possible 
future for our children that frightens 
me, I decided to suggest a possibility 
for Andover. It is the responsibility 
of the superintendent to recommend 
those things that he believes will im- 
prove the lives of our children and 
what he believes is needed. It is not 
ethical to turn one’s head to prob- 
lems or take the path of least resis- 
tance as a course of action, so we 
have developed the collaborative 
school concept and plan. 

Any proposal should be one where 
all students of Andover shall bene- 
fit; accordingly, the collaborative 


school contains such goals: 

1 Broad community involvement 
is vital in the shaping of the school. 

2. Assignments should be volun- 
tary. 

3. Neither Andover nor Lawrence 
should be financially penalized for 
participating. 

4. It should be based on sound edu- 
cational practices. 

0. The teachers’ training compo- 
nent of universities and colleges 
must be utilized on the collaborative 
school site. 

The Superintendent of Schools of 
Lawrence and I designed a task 
force structure as well as a planning 
and implementation phase and a 
schedule for completion. 

The most basic assumption we 
made was we believe the community 
is interested in seeing a proposal 
that could improve education for our 
children and for generations to 
come. When the proposal is com- 
pleted, we shall take it to both towns 
and discuss its costs and its benefits. 
If it is convincing, then ‘‘yes;”’’ if it’s 
not, then ‘“‘no.’”’ At least give both 
communities an opportunity to de- 
cide for themselves and not let spe- 
cial-interest groups make _ the 
decision for us. 

There are problems along the 
way. We need to obtain state fund- 
ing. This process takes longer than 
we can appreciate. It takes time to 
develop a package for presentation. 
It takes time to get people to under- 
stand what the new school really can 
be. Because of the unfortunate con- 
troversy, people have become impa- 
tient. However, the biggest mistake 
the planners can make is to rush a 
proposal because some people want 
it defeated. I believe the plan should 
be developed further and, when it is 
ready, present it to the town to be 
judged on its merits. 

I think the collaborative program 
(including cooperation with local 
colleges and universities) offers the 
most exciting project I have ever ex- 
perienced. I know when it is pre- 
sented, Andover will see its benefits 
for all, approve the collaborative 
project and move us forward into a 
new, State-of-the-art, 21st-century 
school which will combine the best 
talents of the students, parents and 
teachers of Lawrence and Andover 
in a true ‘‘collaborative’’ effort.

SHED Program 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


We are writing to you to express con- 
cern about the potential closing of the 
SHED program next fall. It is our under- 
standing that SHED is a non-profit, self- 
supporting corporation that is advised by 
the Department of Community Services 
and as such is not a direct financial drain 
on the Town of Andover. The provision of 
space for this program appears to be a 
central issue in the decision as to whether 
or not the program should continue. 

The program is an integral part of our 
family ’s life and that of our five-year-old 
daughter, Zoe. We have found that the 
program provides a warm, nurturing and 
enriching program for Zoe, qualities that 
we value and are difficult to find often 
when seeking child-care arrangements. 
We feel that the provision of a stable and 
healthful after-school environment for 
our older daughter enables there to be 
one less transition in her life (one less 
carpool) and one less building and set of 
adults to get used to. In addition, we feel 
that we are ‘paying our way” for this 
service and are not requesting or inter- 
ested in receiving any type of taxpayer- 
generated subsidy.

ness documents the way it runs things. 
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‘“T find it inexcusable for a business not to be well-docu- 


mented,” said Mooers. 


With Andover police procedures set in print, there should be 
no problems or disputes over standards like job promotions, 
disciplinary measures, or how to work with the public, said 


«Mooers. 


Andover police will also have a better idea where to allocate 
resources and can eliminate redundancies in police operations, 


he added. 


There is no exact timetable for accreditation, but Mooers will 
have a good idea after he returns from a trip to Pennsylvania 
where the Andover officer will be part of an accreditation team 


certifing a police department in that state. 


Afterwards, ‘‘I should know what it takes (for Andover) to be 


accredited,’’ he said. 


Few law enforcement agencies in the state have taken the 


final step. 


Only 61 are going through the process and just three, the U. of 
Mass campus police, the Danvers police department and Mas- 
sachusetts Transportation police, have earned accreditation. 

Whether others have skeletons in their closets or whether it’s 
the “If you’re doing something right, why fix it attitude’’ 
Mooers said he has encountered, ‘‘every police department 
would benefit from accreditation,”’ said Mooers. ‘‘The further I 


go, the more I believe in it.”’ 


For Andover, accreditation would be ‘‘a symbol that we’re 
still moving forward,” said Town Manager Ken Mahony. 

Mahony and Police Chief James Johnson were the initial 
movers behind the project and both continue to give the accred- 


itation program their full support. 


“Good stuff has come out of it,’ said Mahony. ‘‘(Accredita- 
tion) assures that everybody knows what the rules are and it 


allows differences to be discussed.”’ 


The result of the combined efforts of law enforcement offi- 
‘ials across the country, the new standards will help compare 
national standards against the way the police force is run local- 


ly, said Mahony. 


Within a couple of months, discussions over the manual will 


begin with the police union, said Mahony.

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School Supporters Address Selectmen 


The words were the same. Only 
the names of the local Andover 
group being addressed by a faction 
in the collaborative school contro- 
versy were changed. 

In the latest round of tag-you, tag- 
me, it was the Citizens for Excel- 
lence in Education’s (CEE) turn to 
make a presentation to the Board of 
Selectmen. Their arch-rivals, the 
Citizens for Neighborhood Schools 
(CNS) had expressed their views to 
the selectmen two weeks earlier. 

Rick Elias, a spokesman for CEE, 
went over what has become familiar 
territory for collaborative school ad- 
vocates. Although he didn’t mention 
CNS by name, he charged collabora- 
tive school opponents with spreading 
misinformation and stressed the ad- 
vantages of the collaborative school. 

CEE has been busy talking to the

As Elias talked, CNS leader John 
Dziadul sat quietly in the audience. 
Dziadul made no comment during 
Elias’ presentation and left quietly 
afterwards. 

Elias described the collaborative 
school as a way for children to begin 
getting in touch with the global com- 
munity and painted a bright picture 
for residents concerned about fi- 
nancing the project. 

Students “must learn to deal with 
the outside world’’ said Elias. Con- 
tact with the multi-ethnic enrollment 
and progressive curriculum of the 
proposed collaborative school would 
better prepare today’s child with to- 
morrow’s world, he said. 

The proposed school would be lo- 
cated on the Lawrence-Andover bor- 
der and would ask parents to 
volunteer 800 children from Law- 
rence and 400 from Andover. 

The student-teacher ratio is pro- 
jected at 18 to 1 rather than the 23 t 
] mix in the Andover school system. 
With several colleges expressing in- 
terest in sending graduate student

volunteers, the actual adult to child 
ratio might be as low as 10 to 1, said 
Elias. 

Other benefits of a collaborative 
school listed by Elias include: 

¢ A more interested, motivated 
staff. Instructors would volunteer to 
teach at the school for periods of 
time ranging from two years and re- 
ceive hands-on training in the new- 
est teaching methods. 

¢ A lower “‘burn-out’’ rate among 
teachers in the Andover system as 
educators return from serving at the 
collaborative school. 

¢ Attracting the better instructors 
from surrounding districts, some of 
whom might stay in the Andover 
system after teaching at the collabo- 
rative school. 

¢ A ready pool of substitute teach- 
ers. 


Although Selectman William Dal- 
ton expressed his support for the 
project, the Board decided to hold 
off from indicating its preference 
until the school committee makes a 
decision on the issue.

she was to “develop a plan for a 
gifted and talented education pro- 
gram based on. the current enrich 
ment project and the current 
Andover curriculum.” 

According to the report, ‘“‘there 
are students in Andover who are be- 
ing taught what they already know. 
There are students whose rate of 
learning is set by the pace of instruc- 
tion, rather than by their potential 
for learning...And there are students 
who show unquestionable potential 
for exceptional achievement in a 
specific academic or talent area who 
are not afforded opportunities to de- 
velop these abilities. 

‘‘At the simplest level, the aim of 
gifted and talented education is to 
bridge this gap, to improve the 
match between the exceptional child 
and his or her educational pro- 
gram.” 

To date, the school committee 
hasn’t decided which recommenda- 
tions it will utilize. But the report 
will be discussed at upcoming meet- 
ings. Financial resources will defi- 
nitely have an impact on the 
committee’s action. As Margo Tilgh- 
man said “‘I like the presentation but
